■ The Telonic TAD-50 consists of two TA-50's and one 
TB-50 turrent attenuator, providing 0 to 110 db of attenua¬ 
tion in 1 db steps. Two models are available, the TAD-50 
in a sloped front panel bench model and the TAD-50R 
in a standard 514" x 19" rack mount panel. Inter-connec¬ 
tions are made with RG- 223/U double shielded co-axial 
cable to minimize leakage and allow the full 110 db of 
attenuation to be used. 

Both units are available in 75 ohm version^ for appli- 
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cation to 300 Me. These are the TAD-75A and TAD-75R. 

TAA-50 and TBB-50 

■ The TAA and TBB-50 attenuators are tandem mounted 
TA- and TB-50 units with a common shaft. They are useful 
in attenuating two circuits simultaneously, such as the 
RF and IF inputs to field strength meters or other RF 
systems. 

They may also be connected in Series to double the 
overall range of the individual units.

We are pleased to enclose information concerning these units. 

Telonic turret attenuators feature a coaxial mechanism and arrangement 
by which RF characteristics remain constant throughout a frequency 
range of from DC to 1000 Me. Models are available in steps of .1^ 1, 

10 and 50 db with characteristic impedance at either 50 or 75 ohms. 

Telonic togg1e*switch attenuators provide precisely known attenuation 
levels with negligible insertion loss over a wide frequency range. The 
sturdy low capacity molded phenolic switches function efficiently even 
in continuous production line use. Constant impedance resistive pi-pads, 
thrown in or out of the circuit, attenuate the input in independent 
steps. Each pad is also independently shielded to eliminate radiation, 
and the three 20 db pads are mounted in a separate compartment both 
shielded and physically isolated from the 42 db components. Two basic 
designs used are the 6 and 9 position units. The attenuators can be 
suppUed in either 1/2 db steps or 1 db steps, 50 or 75 ohms.

Heavy duty toggle switches are used for exceptionally 
long life. The switch controls are double knife edge and 
the self wiping action assures excellent repeatability. 
The pads are individually shielded to prevent leakage 


and allow the maximum attenuation to be used. A double 
shielded box further prevents leakage. 

The attenuators are available with attenuation steps 
of 0.5, 1.0, 2.0, 3.0, 6.0, 10 and 20 db. Six-step units of 
0 to 42 db in 1 db steps and 9-position units of either 0 
to 102 db in 1 db steps or 0 to 82.5 db in 0.5 db steps are 
currently available from stock.
